For a four (4) room primary school 
on said Dwight way facing Haste street 
the sum of $1,000. 


For an eight (8) room school build­ 
ing on the site at present occupied by 
the San Pablo avenue school, the sum 
of$2,ooo. 


For a six (6) room school building 
in North Berkeley, east of Shattuck 
avenue, the sum of $1,500. 


For a four (4) room school building 
on the school lot at Ninth street, near 
Page street, the sum of $i,ooo.

TWO ROBBERS KILL A W. F. & CO- 
AGENT AT CHINESE CAMP. 


No Change In the Condition ot Allen 
6. Thurman—The Democratic

Murdered by Robbers. 


Stockton, Nov. 9—At 12:30 this 
morning when the stages from Oak- 
dale and Angels met at Chinese Camp 
to change horses, George 
Morris, 
assistant postmaster and Wells, Fargo 
& Co.'s express messenger, was shot 
to death by two robbers. 
There was 
$5,000 on the stage which had been 
shipped from Angels, a fact that the 
robbers were evidently aware of. The 
robbers called upon Morris to give up 
the treasure, but he refused and opened 
fire upon the robbers, when one of 
them who was armed with a double 
barreled shot gun fired at Morris, 
riddling his body with buckshot. 


They then disappeared in the dark­ 
ness but did not take the treasure. 
Motris lived for about three hours and 
it is said that he made a statement in 
which he gave a good description of 
his murderers. 
The Sheriff is now out 
with a posse and it is thought that he 
will capture the robbers before night.

The matter ot calling an election for 
bonds for building a wharf -at West 
Berkeley is now taking definite shape
